FROM WHALING: 
BIG INDUSTRY 


WASHINGTON, D.C., May 4—The} 


whaling days of romance and history 
when New Bedford was the centre of 
this great adventurous industry, arc 
long past, but more whales are being 
killed now than ever before 

The centre of overations has chang- 


ed from New England and the North | 


Atlantic to the Falkland Islands and 


the Antarctic, and the oil, while no! 


longer needed for illumination, is in 
growing demand, chiefly for the man- 
ufacture of soap and also for use in 
cosmetics, lard substitutes and candles 
andor the making of glycerine. 

The whalers, now Norwegians in- 
stead of weather-bitten Yankees, are 
pursuing the mighty creatures in all 
the seas of the earth with such in- 
tensity that Lewis Radcliffe, deputy 
commissioner of the bureau of fish- 
eries, expressed concern before the 
American Society of Mammalogists 
that some species were threatened 
with extermination 
.“At no stage in the history of the 
whale fisheries,” he said, “have whales 
been so harassed in so many parts of 
the globe. Such improvements as the 
whale gun, the huge floating factories 
with their convoys of whale chasers 
now perfected to the poiut where the 
wheles may be drawn aboard for ren- 
dering, have greatly increased the ef- 
ey of operations. That the whale 
supply will long stand up under the 
losses in numbers of 18,000 whales or 
more killed a year, seems extremely 
doubtful.’ 

He presented figures obtained from 
Frederick H. Meisnest, of the tariff 


commission, showing that the kill has | 


risen from 11,400 whales tn 1921 to 
25,400 in 1927 and the production of 
the oil has increased to 61,000,000 gal- 
ions. At the peak of New Bedford's 
glory as the principal whaling port 
in 1854, the American output was ¢ y 
a-little more than 12,000,000 gallons 
and th. represented more than 76 
per cent. of the world production 
Some idea of the modern phase of 
the industry was given the mammalo- 
gists by Dr. Waldo L, Schmitt of the 
United States National museum, in a 


lecture on a visit to the South Shet- | 


land whaling area One Norwegian 
company reported a gross income of 
$2,940,300 in 1926, he related, while 
the individual whalers, unlike the men 
who risked thelr lives to harpoon the 
monsters by hand from open boats in 
chopyv seas, gained relatively fabul- 
ous rewards 

"These men are verily ‘relncarns- 
tions of the Vikings of Saga and 
story,” he related. “The high wages 
attract high-grade men.
